Stanley Hammett, 
Conductor On Old Grand

Traveller For Pure Oil Co.

Stanley Hammett, a former Belle- 
ville boy who left this city fourteen 
years ago, was drowned on June 20th 
scemewhere north of Maracaibo, Cen- 
tral America, when the ship on which 
he was enroute home encountered a 
heayy storm and sank, according to 
word received this morning by his 
brother, T. George Hammett, 18 Stone 
Street, City. 

The cable to Mr. Hammett here did 
not give any particulars of the sinking 
of the ship, nor did it say what the 
mame of the ship was, except that it, 
Was one of the Pure Oil Company's 
fleet. Two of these tankers were tray- 
elling together and one foundered and 
the other was badly damaged. Stanley 
Hammett was formerly a conductor on 
the old Grand Trunk Railroad, but 
fourteen years ago secured a position 
as traveller for the Pure Oil Company 
and had ‘been with them eyer since. 
He was thirty-nine years of age at the 

time ‘of his death.

mett; a florist in Toronto. He was a 
member of the Moira Lodge A.F. and 
A.M, in Belleville before leaving this 

city and was of the Church of Eng- 
land faith, He was unmarried and his 
father lives in England, his mother 
being dead. Two weeks ago George 
Hammett received a letter here from 
his brother saying that he was leaving 
Guatemela, Central America, for home 
iu @ few days, but that was the last 
word he had had from him.

Jackie 
was not seriously injured, fortunately 
but had a small cut on his forehead 
that was bleeding profusely. 

Speaking to The Intelligencer this 
morning, Mrs. McCabe stated that 
the two boys’ action was one of the 
pluckiest things she had ever heard 
of. “Tf it had not been for Jimmy 
Black”, she said, “Jackie would have 
been dead in a few minutes. Jimmy 
certainly was prompt in his action for 
a boy of his age.” This morning Mas 
ter McCabe was in perfectly good 
health and spirits. It wou'!d be ad- 
visable if children would stay away 
from the Academy while excayating 
is proceeding, otherwise a serfous ac 
cident may occurr.

of 25 per cent. ad valorem proposed 
in the House Tariff Bill. 

A request has been made of the Se- 
nate sub-committee on wood for duty 
of $3 per thousand feet on lumber 
other than cedar. Frank H. Lamb, 
Hoquiam, Wash., in arguing for this 
duty, said that the lumber industry of 
the Pacific Coast States was operating 
at 75 to 80 per cent capacity. 

A. C. Edwards, Everett, Washing- 
ton, speaking for the shingle industry 
of the United States, suggested that 
Canada should also have a tariff on 
shingles. He said the production in 
British Columbia during the last few 
years had increased while that in the 
United States had declined.

The tips are more tender than the’ 
stalk and the steam will cook them 
sufficiently while the ends are boil- 
ing. If the asparagus is fresh, salt 
may be added while it is cooking and 
this will help to preserye the green 
color.

Flames Consumed Poles and

_ Intense fires in 1 the. undergrowth ad- 
jJacent to the Canadian Pacific Railway 
tracks near Ivanhoe in Hastings Coun- 
ty grew “s0 severe yesterday that it was 
necessary to call out fifty farmers to 
fight the blaze which threatened for a 
short time to assume serious % propor- 
tions.

Fas are few house plants that re- 
‘ward the grower with a finér display 
®t bloom in such a short time and with 
& little attention as do the spring- 
flowering bulbs when forced in winter 
Those most commonly forced include 
tutips, hyacinths, daffodils and _ cro- 
evses and> they come in such variety 
that the ‘amateur is likely to be be- 
Wildered by the long lists of names. 
However, a careful study of the bulb 
edfalogues enables one to choose a col 
lection that will give a succession of 
hidom in early December and lasting 


until the tulips bloom out of doros in 


Jate May. 

‘Bulbs should be potted as soon as 
they are received in September anc 
Qttober. Those intended for ver; 
early bloom may be had in Septembe: 

t the’ main supplies are not on thr 

rket antil October. A good pottint 
801] consists of equal parts of loam, wel 
@ecayed cow manure, leaf mould, anc 
sand. The size and style of pot use 
will depend to some extent on the pe 


sonal preference of .grower, but a si 
jich pot will hold.six tulips, a five-inch 
pot takes six crocus bubs, a four or five 
inch pot may be used for a single hya 
cinth-bulb and a seven or eight-inch 
pot will be required for five or si?

Examination of the nectar of 34 
varieties of flowers comnionly visited 
yy bees during the season resulted in 
he {isolation of 11 varieties of yeasts, 
\ll capable of fermenting honey. Of 
hese two were identical with yeasts 
\ctually found in fermented honey. 
Moreover a study made of hive nectar 
Tom, the apiany of the Central, Ex- 
yverimental Farm’ revealed an early 
nd constant infection of the nectar 
‘y cugar-tolerant. yeasts, some of

That honey may be infected by 
veasts at the time of extraction was 
shown by tests made in the eswacting | 
house.

least a part of the contamination of 
extracted honey by exercising precau-| 
tions at the time of extraction and by:

farmers are facing heavy crop losses 
according to Jolin A, Carrol, Director 
of Crops anl Markets branch of the 
Ontario Dfpurtment of Agriculture. 

“In some sections of the province,’ 
he said, “there has not been a good 
heavy rain since May 18, Mor}: recent_ 
ly crops have suffered in all sections 
and are continuing to do so.” 

East of Belleville, conditions are r- 
ticularly dry. In th’ western penin_ 
suJa, in Middlesex county disocrict, ex 
tremely dry weather is being experl_ 
encnd. Pasture lands are beicg burned 
to a crisp 

Chief among the prefent sufferers 
are “cash crops,” beans, beets, tobacco 
and garden yvegtables, situated cilefly 
along Lake Erie counties, Bean crops 
are being pulled early in’ view of the 
dry season with a consequnt loss. Fall 
seeding is also being retarded due to 
tle condition of the soil with a con_ 
sequent drop in fall what. 

“Dry spell losses in dollars and cents 
to the farmers cannot be estimated,” 
Mr. Carroll said, “but t’ey will be

‘entomology, has another suggestion 
for the unwelcome visitation which ap 
pears to be even more improbable, He 
“wonders whether & liquor smuggling 
boat May not have brought in a 
“chance piece of fruit containing the 


gusects eggs, as part of its provisions 


for the voyage.” Tossed from a night- 
running truck,’ he continues, “the 
fruit / could have lain unndticed, hatch- 
ing its michievous brood.’

The fly attacks 
amy Ape triult,'so that Alt fruit will be 
gathered before ripening, and vege- 
tables suspected of harboring the pest 
Will be destroyed before maturity. 
Where is one consolation for Cantid- 
dans in the news. It is declared that 
the “heat is essentially tropical ‘and 
is Not likely to thrive in northern lat- 
itiides. But other localities are warn 
ed, nevertheless, to be on the alert— 
for the “accidental importation of the 
pest is always possible.”

GERMANY PREPARES © 
FOR CHEMICAL WAR 


Munich, Germany, Aug. — That 
chemical warfare on a !arge scale is 
certainly coming and the nations of 
the world had better make up their 
mihds to face facts squarely, was the 
gist of a resolution passed by the Ger 
man Society for Protection Against 
Air Attacks when it met here. 

Professors of chemjsty, military asi~ 
thorities and fire fighting experts were 
assembled to consider ways and means 
to’ counteract the air menace. 

Dr. Kern of the Carinthian Anti- 
Air Attack Association, said that there 
existed about 100 different kinds of 
War poisons, but only about ten of 
them were known to the general pub- 
lic; the blister-raising, the corrosive, 
the nerve-paralyzing and the tear gas- 
ses. To all of these, he said, there

Many European Countries 
Have Raised Their Sculle

That money wages in Europe have 
greatly increased since the war is fore» 
fully brought out in a new survey of 
world wages by the International La- 
bor office of the League of Nations, ac 
cording to the Washington correspond 
ent ofthat office.

Prospects for a ineavier apple crop in 
Ontario this season add emphasis to 
the export market as a profitable out- 
let for surplus fruit. In the Eastern 
Ontario apple sections, where the bulk 
o. the export frufe originat’s, it is true 
t at the crop is not expected to be 
much heavier than the light yield of 
| 1928; but as tiie fruit is considerably 
cleaner, there should be more saleable 
fpples and s“Uppers will be mot}, in- 
trested in export possibilities than they 
Were @ year ago, Furth-rmore, a 
United States apple crop of normal size 
is in the prospect this season. As the 
Uni¥ed States is the principal contri- 
butor to the Britis‘ apple market, the 
fact that there is_not likely to be any 
glutting of that market with U.s. 
apples is encouraging. Although thh 
NGva Scotia apple crop is heavy and is 
largely Shipped overseas, this fact is 
not disturbing from the Ontario yiew- 
point, as Ontario apples invariably 
command a ijpremium over the Mari- 
{ime product in Britain. This is with- 
out doubt due to the acceptance .of 
Government inspection of all apples 
export*d from this Province, a prac- 
tice not followed in Nova Scotia. 

Ontario apple os"dppers will also 
have the advantage of the services of 
fl overseas sales representative at 
London.

FIRE CHIEF BROWN, VETERAN HERO. 
OF MANY FIRES, KILLED IN MINOR 


BLAZE AT SPRING 


Thrown By Swerving Hose 
To Cement Floor Thirty 
Feet Below 


AGED 72 YEARS 


Died Two Hours After Acci- 
dent—George Smith Had 
Narrow Escape 


Falling thirty feet to a ce-

mémbers when Dr. Whdotlz’ Almanac 
which combined syn}ptom:, testimon- 

jals and weather forecasts in delighful 
intimacy, had its own special hook in 
the kichen. It was great fun when the 
almanac came to hand to see what 
weather was forecast for one’s birth- 
ay, for the lodge picnic or the fol- 
Yowing Christmas, but not a great deal 
of reliance was placed in tne ‘guesses’ 
for that is just what they were. The 
forecasting of the weather is a highly 
exacting stience, involving sensitive | 
equipment and impressively complicat- 
ed mathematical computations.
